[PUBLIC— No.  78.] 
AN  ACT  making  s<p*propriations  for  the  payment 
of  the  awards  made  by  the  commissioners  ap- 
pointed under  and  by  virtue  of  an  act  of  Con- 
gress entitled,  "An  act  for  the  relief  of  per- 
sona foi  Jamages  sustained  by  reason  of  the 
depredMi  ns  and  ir  juries  by  certain  bands  ol 
Sioux  Indians,"  approved  February^,  1863. 
Be  it  wanted  6y  the  Senate-and  Uuutto/  Repre- 
eentaticet  6f  the  United  Stntee  of  America  in  L'on- 
areei  aesemlUd,  That  the  sum  of  nine  hundred 
and  twenty  eight  thousand  four  hundred  and 
eleven  d.  ,  or  sc  much  thereof  as  may  be  ne- 
cessary, be  and  the  >ame  is  hereby  appropriated, 
out  of  any  money  in  tho  Treasury  not  otherwise 
appropriated,  for  the  payment  of  the  several 
amounts  awarded  by  tbe  commission  appointed 
under  and  by  virtue  of  an  act  ol  Congress  entitled 
"An  act  lor  the  relief  of  persons  for  damages  sus- 
tained by  reason  of  the  depredations  and  injuries 
by  certain  bands  of  Sioux  Indians,"  approveu 
February  sixteen,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
three,  to  the  several  persons,  firms,  ostates,  aad 
corporations,  respectively,  to  wnora  such  amounts 
were  awarded  by  said  commissioners,  except  the 
following  p-rsona,  estates,  and  firms  to  whom

Be  it  enacted  hj  the  Senate  and  Uo\.teoj  Repre- 
etntativee  of  the  United  State*  of  America  in 
Congreet  aseeml/led,  That  the  Postmaster  General 
be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  unite  with  tbe 
general  post  office  department  of  the  empire  of 
Brazil,  or  such  officer  of  the  government  of  Bra 
zil  as  shail  be  authorized  to  act  for  that  govern- 
ment, in  establishing  direct  mail  communication 
between  tbe  two  countries  by  means  of  a  monthly 
line  of  first  class  American  sea  going  steamships, 
to  be  of  not  less  than  two  thousand  tons  burden 
each,  and  of  sufficient  number  to  perform  twelve 
round  trips  or  voyages  per  annum  between  a  port 
of  the  United  States,  north  or  tbe  Potomac  river, 
and  Rio  da  Janeiro,  in  Brazil,  touching  at  Saint 
Thorn  is,  In  tho  West  Indies,  at  Bahia,  Pernam 
buco,  and  such  other  Brazilian  and  intermediate 
port  or  ports  as  shall  be  considered  necessary  and 
expodient:  J'rovided,  That  tho  expense  of  the 
service  shall  be  divided  between  tbe  two  govern- 
ments, and  that  the  United  States  portion  thereof 
shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  dollars  for  the  pertormanee  of  twelve 
round  trips  per  unnnm,  to  be  paid  out  of  any 
money  appropriated  for  the  service  of  the  Post 
Office  Department.

and  accepted  by  hiui  within  the  limit  as  aforesaid, 
from  a  party  or  parties  of  undoubted  responsibil- 
ity, pobserfaing  ample  ability  to  lurnish  the  steam- 
ships required  for  the  service,  and  offering  gi  od 
and  sufficient  sureties  for  tbo  faithful  pertormanee 
of  such  contract:  And  provided,  further,  That 
such  proposals  shall  be  accepted  by  the  govern- 
ment of  Brazil,  and  that  CUStinot  and  separate 
contracts  with  each  government,  containing  simi 
lar  provisions,  shall  lie  executed  by  such  accepted 
bidder  or  bidders;  eaoh  gnrerumeut  to  be  re&pon 
sible  only  for  its  proportion  of  the  subsidy  to  be 
paid  for  the  servioe.

You  do  solemnly  swear  that  you  will  true  answer 
make  to  such  questions  as  shall  be  asked  you 
touching  your  qualifications  as  an  elector  at  this 
poll.  So  help  you  God;  or  an  affirmation  to  tbe 
same  effect,  wbich  oath  or  affirmation,  if  be  be 
unable  to  understand  the  English  language,  may 
be  interpreted  to  him  by  one  of  the  commission- 
ers, or  an  interpetrer,  sworn  by  a  commissioner, 
which  interpeter  shall  also  interpret  his  answer  to 
the  commissioners.  If,  in  his  answers  on  oath,  he 
shall  state  positively  that  be  has  resided  In  the 
city  ono  year  neit  preceding  the  day  of  said  elec- 
tion, designating  particularly  tbe  place  of  his 
residence,  and  that  he  possesses  the  other  qualifi- 
cations of  an  elector  ;  and  if,  furthermore,  some 
qualified  elector  of  tbe  city,  not  a  candidate  for 
any  office  at  that  election,  shall  take  an  oath  be- 
fore said  commissioners  which  any  one  of  tbem 
may  administer,  that  he  is  well  acquainted  with 
such  applicant;  that  he  is,  in  fact,  a  resident  in

The  Laborer's  Wife. — The  Chicago  Jour- 
nal pays  a  very  handsomecompliment  to  the 
laborer's  wife.    Tbe  writer  says: 

At  about  balf-past  eleven  the  streets  be- 
gin to  be  enlivened  in  all  directions  by  pro 
cessions  ot  tidy-looking  women,  carrying 
tin  pails  with  cup  attachments,  and  little 
packets  wrapped  in  clean  towels.  These 
are  the  laborers'  wivee,  Iiurrying  along  with 
their  huHbands'  dinners  to  anticipate  the 
twelve  o'clock  whistle.  What  tales  of  wife 
lj  devotion  are  written  in  some  of  these 
faces,  to  be  sure  I  They  are  generally  Ger- 
man women,  but  Irish  women  are  also 
among  them,  and  almost  without  exception 
they  are  tidy  in  the  extreme  Day  in  and 
day  out  they  pursue  ibeiraffectionate  duty, 
and  it  is  clear  that  to  them  this  walk  to  the 
scene  of  their  husbands'  labor  is  the  event 
of  the  day.  At  eleven  o'clock,  or  there- 
abouts, the  dinner  is  cooked,  and  stowed  in 
the  pail  or  upon  the  plate,  and  the  towel 
wrapped  around  it  to  prevent  the  undue 
escape  of  heat  from  the  cookery  Then  ths 
loving  Katrine  or  Biddy  dons  a  clean  dress, 
combs  her  hair,  and  washes  her  face  and 
hands,  and  sallies  forth  just  in  time  to  get  to 
the  desired  spot  when  the  whistle  sounds 
And  industrious  Hansk  or  Patrick  waiting 

He  takes  the  welcome  pail  from  the  good 
wife's  hands  without  any  special  demonstra- 
tions of  applause,  and  retires  to  a  corner 
among  the  lumber  to  his  meal.  And  while 
he  ents,  his  better-half  stands  by  chatting, 
and  heartily  enjoying  the  justice  the  hungry 
laborer  does  to  the  preparations  of  her  hands 
We  have  often  wondered  if  these  people 
were  not  the  very  -happiest  in  the  world  in 
their  matrimonial  relations.  Eaoh  is  sods 
pendent  upon  the  other,  and  each  so  appre- 
ciative of  the  other's  work.  Many  a  man 
who  sits  down  to  hi*  sumptuously  provided 
table  may  envv  the  happiness  of  these  men 
who  may  be  far  below  him  in  the  social 
scale! 

God  biess  the  laborers'  wives!  They  are 
true  helpmeets  They  do  their  humble  duty, 
and  take  delight  in  it,  for  they  "love  their 
lords  "  When  do  you  ever  hear  of  divorcee 
and  domestic  scandal  among  this  class  of 
people?  They  are  not  troubled  with  tho3e 
things,  for  they  are  mated  as  well  as  mar- 
ried ;  those  social  luxuries  are  left  to  tbs 
"higher  classes''  of  society,  where  pretence 
creeps  in,  and  men  and  women  marry  un- 
suitably— where  wives  often  fail  to  Bee  their 
duties  so  clearly,  or  practice  them  so  faith- 
fully and  SO  gladly,  and  where  husbauds 
and  wives  agree  to  disagree 

Facts  about  Mr  .t 

Every  wife  and  mother  owes  it  to  herself 
her  husband,  and  her  children,  as  well  as  so- 
ciety at  large,  to  prevent  waats  in  every  d«> 
partment  ol  the  household,  whether  provis- 
ions are  cheap  or  dear,  whether  the  husband 
is  rich  or  poor;  for  waste  is  a  crime  against 
humanity,  an  insult  to  the  bounteous  hand 
which  "giveth  all  things  richly  to  enjoy." 
On  the  other  hand,  a  true  economy  is  on«  of 
the  wisest,  the  best,  and  ennobling  of  domes 
tic  virtues.  A  hundred  careful  experiments 
were  made  in  England  ir.  referrence  to  roast- 
and  boiling  meats,  in  order  lo  ascertain  the 
respective  losses  . 

Roasted  chicken  lost  15  per  cent ;  beef  ribs 
and  sirloins,  19  per  cent;  geese,  19  per  cent., 
boiled  mutton  legs,  10  per  cent.;  boiled  beef, 
15  per  cent;  boiled  shoulder  mutton,  2S  per 
cent;  turkeys,  20  per  cent.;  mutton  legs 
and  shoulders,  24  per  cent.;  ducks,  27  per 
cent. 

Boiling  heel  saves  more  than  fonr  per 
cent  over  roasting.  If  a  leg  of  mutton  is 
boiled  it  louses  ten  per  cent  ;  if  roasttd, 
twenty  five  per  cent.  !  The  falter  meat  is, 
the  greater  the  loss;  it  should  be  moderate- 
ly fat  to  make  it  tender ;  but  th»re  is  un- 
profitable fatness.  Eleven  pounds  of  roast 
rib-pieces  loi<es  two  pounds,  and  the  bones 
one  pound,  so  that  of  the  eleven  pounds  only- 
seven  pounds  oome  to  the  table  Hence  if 
roast  rib-pieces  cost  in  New  York,  in  April, 
1SC4,  twenty  cents  a  pound  at  the  butcher's 
stall,  it  is  more  than  thirty-one  centa  a 
pound  on  the  dinner  table. 

It  is  philosophically  true  that  one  pound 
of  clear  roast  beef  is  more  concentrated  than 
one  pound  of  boiled  beet,  has  less  matter  in 
it,  and  hence  may  contain  more  nourishment, 
but  the  more  concentrated  food  is,  the  more 
unwholesome  it  is,  not  only  because  it  re- 
quires a  greater  digestive  power  to  convert  it 
into  pure  blood,  but  the  sense  of  sufficiency 
at  meals  is  induced  to  a  considerable  extent 
by  tbe  bulk  of  what  is  takeD,  and  if  we  eat 
concentrated  food  until  there  is  bulk  enough 
to  remove  the  feeling  of  hunger,  there  it  so 
much  nutriment  in  it  that  nature  can't  ex- 
tract it  all  in  a  perfect  manner;  hence  there 
is  not  only  too  much  nutriment  for  the  wants 
of  the  system,  but  all  of  it  is  imperfectly- 
prepared,  and  we  really  get  less  strength  and 
less  pure  blood  out  of  it,  than  if  much  less 
had  been  eaten,  or  it  had  been  taken  in  a  more 
bulky,  or  if  you  please,  in  a  more  watery 
conditiori.  This  is  the  reason  why  dyspep- 
ticts  and  others  eat  a  great  deal,  but  they  do 
not  get  strong  But  if  there  is  too  much  bulk, 
there  is  not  enough  nutriment,  although  a 
great  deal  is  taken  into  the  stomach.  For 
terand  beer,  for  example,  fill  up  the  stomach, 
and  seem  to  make  persons  fleshy,  but  there 
is  but  little  nutriment  and  great  bulk;  but 
great  beer  drinkers  are  never  stroog,  they  are 
puffy. — Hall's  Journat  of  Health.

Mr.  S.  S.  Cox  and  the  Ohio  Democracy. 

During  a  recent  speech  in  the  House  of 
Representatives,  Hon.  G.  0.  Smith  referred 
to  Mr.  Cox,  ot  Ohio,  as  follows  — 
"  I  do  not  intend  to  misrepresent  my  triend 
trom  Ohio,  for  he  is  a  good  and  amiable  gen 
tleman.  and  I  like  him  much.  I  tried  in 
1863  to  meet  him  on  the  stump  in  Ohio 
when  he  was  canvassing  for  Mr.  Vallan- 
dighara,  when  I  was  speaking  for  Broiigb, 
in  order  that  I  might  stop  him  in  his  mad 
career  and  bring  him  back  to  the  truth  But 
he  was  so  swift  I  could  not  overtake  him. 
Sir,  I  understood  him  to  say  clearly,  iu  the 
speech  he  made  the  other  day,  that  the  Dem- 
ocratic party  North  was  not  a  pro-slavery 
party  I  so  understood  him,  and  1  ask  him 
now  if  I  do  not  quote  him  correctly  Please 
answer,  yee,  or  no. 

Mr  Cos  I  said  it  was  neither  anti- 
slavery  nor  pro-slavery  I  never  held  the 
doctrine  here,  or  at  any  lime,  that  the  Dem- 
ocratic party  was  an  anti-slavery  party.  I 
said  distinctly  that  it  was  neither  anti  slavery 
nor  pro-slavery,  but  that  it  was  in  favor  of 
the  very  doctrine  enunciated  by  the  gentle- 
men from  Kentuckjn  of  non  intervention  by 
Congress  or  the  Federal  Government  with 
that  business,  leaving  the  people  of  the 
Stales  and  Territories  the  full  control  of 
their  domestic  affairs.  The  {gentleman.  I 
know,  would  not  misrepresent  me.

power  clearly  given  them  by  tbe  terms  of  the  na- 
tional compact  to  prevent  \tt  increase,  to  mitigatt, 
and  FIN  ALL  I"  EXTIRPA  TE  the  evil. 

If  that  is  neither  slavery  nor  anti-slavery 

what  is  it  ?

Mr.  Cox  That  makes  tbi  case  stronger 
against  the  gentleman,  for  he  ie  attacking 
now  the  men  who  stood  by  Mr  Douglas 
here,  and  who  have  been  fighting  the  Aboli- 
tionists of  the  North  and  the  secessionists  of 
the  South?  Why  did  not  the  gentleman 
vote  for  Abraham  Lincoln  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  I  feel,  sir,  that  ihe  spirit  of 
Stephen  A.  Douglas  is  hovering  around  me 
now,  and  that  he  is  endorsing  every  loyal 
sentiment  that  I  utter.  He  is  saying  to  the 
gentleman  from  Ohio, ''Woe  be  unto  you  ;

Messrs.  Editors:  I  take  this  occasion  to  ex- 
press my  thanks  to  the  Democracy  and  other 
friends  of  the  Fourth  District,  for  the  cord- 
ial and  patriotic  support  they  desired  to  give 
me  at  the  time  fixed  by  law  for  a  Congres- 
sional election,  in  August,  1863.  My  grati- 
tude is  in  no  degree  diminished  by  the  fact 
that  four-fifths  of  the  Democrats  of  the 
Fourth  District  and  State  generally,  were 
prevented  from  voting  their  ticket,  or  driven 
into  the  support  of  the  Bramlette  ticket,  by 
a  worse  than  French  Reign  of  Terror,  super- 
induced by  Burnside's  proclamation  of  mar- 
tial law,  and  military  orders  issued  to  con 
trol  the  election.  These  order  were  chiefly 
executed  in  the  Fourth  District  by  one  Col. 
J.  C.  Butler,  un  muy  grand  ctmmandante  of  a 
regiment  of  Indiana  cavalry,  sent  by  Burn- 
side  at  the  earnest  request  of  some  of  the 
Bramlette  party  to  Bardstown  to  nullify  the 
election  laws  of  the  State.  Col.  Butler  and 
his  subordinate  officers  were  not  under  the 
slightest  obligation  to  obey  such  orders;  but 
of  this,  I  will  have  the  charity  to  suppose, 
they  were  not  aware,  and  to  the  end  that 
they  may  not  engage  in  so  degrading  a  ser 
vice  in  future,  I  adduce  this  authority  upon 
the  point  :  Benet,  in  his  standard  wcrk  on 
military  law  and  courts  martial,  on  page  120, 
says  .  "True,  ths  law  dematds  strict  obedi- 
ence to  the  'lawful  commands'  of  a  superior. 
Unlawful  or  illegal  orders  are,  therefore,  not 
obligatory,  and  it  is  lawful,  in  a  military  sense 
to  disobey  an  unlawful  command  of  a  supe 
rior."  "Lawful  commands"  is  qnoted  from 
the  9th  Article  of  War;  which  enjoins  obe- 
dience onlv  to  "lawful  commands." 

It  is  a  misfortune  now  deeply  leit,  that 
more  of  these  men  in  military  positions  have 
not  law-reading  to  discriminate  between  what 
is  legal  and  illegal  and  character  to  obey  the 
one  and  disobey  the  other.  Indeed,  the  all 
destroying  fact  is  that  a  set  of  ogres  have  got 
in  possession  of  the  Government  and  have 
no  appreciation  of  its  character  and  the  rule 
and  spirit  and  system  for  its  just  administra 
tion.  The  Bramlette  party  are  morally  and 
legally  responsible  for  this  disfranchisement 
of  the  people  at  the  last  election.  That  party- 
invited  the  military  to  intervene — Robinson's 
proclamation,  unprecedented  in  character, 
was  issued  as  the  foundation  for  military  or- 
ders — Burnside,  an  ignorant  man,  in  high 
position,  with  quarters  at  Cincinnati  at  the 
time,  did  not  know  any  better  than  to  com- 
ply with  the  request.  That  party  have  ap 
proved  this  monstrous  act  of  despotism  by 
speech  and  by  ailence.  Prentice,  in  his 
Journal,  said  it  was  the  fairest  election  ever 
held  in  Kentucky,  or  word*  of  like  import. 
Bramlette  and  Guthrie  have  approved  it  by 
their  silence.  All  their  candidates  have  ap 
proved  it  by  accepting  office  under  such  an 
election,  conducted  by  Burnside's  militia  from 
Indiana  and  Illinois,  with  United  Slates  uni- 
forms on  and  arms  in  their  hands,  Oh,  shame, 
where  is  thy  blush  ' 

The  expatriation  act  has  been  a  fruitful 
source  of  trouble,  though  i'  was  supported 
by  eminent  gentlemen,  now  with  us,  who 
never  contemplated  that  the  act  shou'd  be 
ised  and  constructed,  as  it  has  been,  for 
knavish,  partisan  purposes.  I  opposed  that 
law  as  well  as  yourself.  It  was  pernicious 
in  practice,  without  reason,  and  betrayed  an 
entire  absence  of  statesmanship  in  its  au- 
thor. I  would  like  to  know  a  respectable 
law  writer  who  sanctions  the  doctrine  of  the 
act,  that  a  citizen  can  expatriate  himself 
without  leaving  the  State  or  country  of  his 
residence  I  believe  the  Court  of  Appeals 
has  decided  it  as  conflicting  with  the  provi- 
sion in  the  State  Constitution  fixing  suffrage 
and  therefore  void,  in  a  case  that  recently 
went  up  from  the  Scott  Circuit  Court 

Col.  Gilbert  s  suppression  of  the  conven 
tion  at  Frankfort,  on  the  22d  February  (a 
day  sacred  to  liberty,)  1862,  was  I  believe 
the  first  overt  act  of  our  protectors  to  rob  us 
of  our  liberty.  When  I  heard  in  the  house 
that  Gilbert  had  thrown  a  regiment  of  In- 
fantry with  muskets  shotted  and  bayonets 
fixed  around  the  convention  hall,  I  felt  the 
keenest  anguish,  and  the  conviction  went 
home  to  every  intelligent  mind  that  the  lib- 
erties of  ihe  citizens  were  attacked  in  their 
capital  Here  was  a  Colonel  from  Ohio  as- 
suming guardianship  of  the  people — speech 
and  press — ordering  them  home  I  immedi- 
ately applied  to  several  members  of  the 
House  and  Senate,  of  known  influence  and 
good  understanding  with  Governor  Robinson 
and  Colonel  Gilbert,  to  go  with  me  to  these 
officials  and  prevail  upon  them  to  remove 
the  military  from  the  convention — that  it 
was  a  dangerous  precedent— that  as  the  con- 
vention wns  under  the  imputation  of  favor- 
ing disunion,  il  it  was  not  interfered  with  its 
proceedings  would  exhibit  its  character — 
that  it  was  called  as  a  Democratic  Conven- 
tion— to  give  it  a  respectable  hearing,  and 
not  condemn  it  without  hearing  what  it  had 
to  say — that  speech  was  free  enough  to  say 
anything,  being  responsible  to  the  law  for 
the  abuse  of  the  right — that  tbe  right  of  the 
people  to  peacebly  assemble  and  petition  for 
the  redress  of  grievances,  supposed  or  real, 
was  a  right  without  qualification,  all  of 
which  was  received  as  pearls  cast  before 
swine  are  received  They  gave  me  an  impa- 
tient audience  and  declined  to  have  anything 
to  do  with  it.  making  the  imprersion  on  my 
mind  that  they  approved  Gilbert's  course 
and  had  counseled  it,  and  were  enjoying  all 
the  rudeness  and  vulgarity  and  stolid  ig- 
norance of  this  savage  assault  upon  the 
public  liberty  in  its  own  metropolis 

Several  days  afterward  I  introduced  into 
the  House  a  few  brief  resolutions  condemn 
ing  in  general  termsall  military  interference 
with  the  freedom  of  speech,  of  the  press, 
and  of  -suffrage,  which  resolutions  were 
tabled  by  the  votes  ol"  so-called  Union  mem- 
bers— >so  strongly  Union  that  they  can  not 
bear  any  law  or  terms  connected  with  it. 
The  vote  was  carried  with  an  alacrity  and 
firmnes*  which  seemed  to  imply  blame  and 
insult  at  all  measures  of  safety  that  look  to 
the  preservation  of  such  small  and  frivolous, 
rights  The  Union,  they  say,  must  be  pre- 
served, but  these  greatest  rights  of  freemen, 
these,  the  brightest  gems  in  Liberty's  casket, 
the  souvenirs  of  '76,  the  only  mementoes  ot 
the  revolution,  ibe  first  fruits  of  our 
fathers  blood,  may  be  destroyed  at  any 
time  without  censure  and  without  reproach 
reproach,  so  it  is  done  in  the  name  of  the 
Union.  And  he  who  questions  the  proceed- 
ing but  fastens  suspicion,  in  the  minds  of 
some,  upon  his  own  fidelity  to  principle,  law, 
and  the  Union.  The  Governor|of  theState, 
whose  duty  it  is  to  see  the  laws  executed  and 
protect  the  people,  State  officials,  members 
of  the  Legislature,  and  whoever  else  advised 
Gilbert  to  suppress  the  Frankfort  convention, 
and  all  who  afterwards  invited  military  in- 
tervention in  the  elections  of  1863,  and  all 
State  officials,  legislators,  citizens,  editors, 
and  members  of  Central  Committees  cogni- 
zant of  the  facts,  who  have  failed,  from  what 
ever  motive,  to  condemn  these  monstrous 
acts  of  more  than  Austrian  despotism,  are 
guilty,  by  commission  and  omission,  of  an 
attempt  to  destroy  constitutional  liberty  in 
Kentucky  When  you  sanction  an  attaek 
upon  the  rights  of  one  man,  you  invite  an 
aggreseiou  upon  your  awn.  When  the  cita- 
del ot  your  neighbor's  liberty  is  stormed, 
yours  is  nlready  carried.    And  I  can  say  to 


the  men  of  the  so  oaIled-Uuion-coii(jgrvativt.v 
vote-hunting-sometimes-called-buf  very-ael- 
dom-Democratie-but-all-of  thetirnenot-Df- 
mocratic  party  of  the  25th  of  Mav  if  the 
Administration  punch  the  people  with  bav- 
onets  next  November,  then  "shake  not  your 
gory  locks  at  me— thou  canst  not  say  I  did  it," 
nor  advised  it,  nor  sanctioned  it  by  silence, 
nor  words,  nor  smiles  of  approval.  Some 
men,  it  is  said,  understand  uothing  unless  it 
involves  their  interest,  and  then  they  see  it 
and  through  it  as  lucidly  as  a  sunbeam, 
ifow  it  would  not  occur  to  any  one,  I  pre- 
nine,  that  the  President  of  the  Central 
Committee,  or  his  noble  confrere,  the  senior 
editor  of  the  Journal,  had  at  any  time  in

When  the  natien  tamely  sub- 
mits to  the  repudiation  of  these  rights,  we  shall 
have  shown  that  we  are  not  fit  to  be  free,  and 
deserve  to  be  only  the  slaves  of  usurpers. 

And  this  is  the  first  we  hear  from  Guthrie, 
Bramlette,  Prentice  &  Co.,  against  the  mili- 
tary appointment  of  Legislature,  Congress 
men,  County  Officers.|Governor,  and  all  for 
Kentucky  la»t  year  This  eleventh  hoar, 
milk  and  cider,  nam  by -pam  by  resolve,  which 
leaves  us  in  doubt  whether  it  expresses 
most  alarm  or  resignation,  was  actually  pull- 
ed or  extorted  from  all  the  'loyalty'  by  the 
fear  that  they  would  have  a  chance  lo  quaff 
to  the  bitter  dregs  in  November,  '64  the  cup 
of  poisoned  chalice,  which  sickens  unto 
death  a  freeman's  soul,  that  they  held  to  our 
lips  in  August,  '63.  What  generosity,  what 
magnanimity  to  come  to  the  rescue  of  a 
down  trodden  people  with  such  a  resolution 
as  that,  and  at  such  a  time'  It  seems  Mr. 
Guthrie  felt  called  on  to  make  some  explan- 
ation as  to  tbe  calling  of  their  convention. 
Perhaps  that  Democratic  turnout  in  the  East 
room  of  the  Courthouse,  in  Louisville,  on 
the  night  of  the  24th  of  May,  reminded  him 
that  he  owed  some  explanation  to  the  people 
of  Kentucky  for  refusing  to  accept  the  prop 
osition  made  by  the  Kentucky  Congressmen, 
for  only  one  convention  to  be  held  in  Ken- 
tucky on  the  15th  of  June,  embracing  all 
ihe  people  opposed  to  the  Administration, 
and  send  delegates  to  Chicago  We  will 
hold  thai  convention  on  the  15lh  ol  June, 
and  il  will  represent  three  fourths  of  the 
people  of  the  Slate.  Mr.  Guthrie,  Prentice, 
Pope  &  Co.  thought  by  refusing  to  go  into  it 
they  could  dragoon  the  people  intolheirsup 
port,  and  thus  secure  a  new  lease  for  power 
and  office  and  profitable  job  work.  In  this 
they  are  reckoning  without  their  host — the 
people,  who  will  endorse  the  15th  of  June 
Convention 

The  explanation  I  lake  from tbe  Journals 
report  is  worse,  if  possible,  more  lame  and 
impotent,  than  the  action  attempted  to  be 
explained.  But  let  the  gentleman  speak  for 
himself 

"Hon.  JamesGuthrit  called  the  Con  ven  tion 
to  order,  when  he  proceeded  to  make  a  brief 
speech,  in  which  he  alluded  lo  the  condition 
of  parties  in  Kentucky,  and  slated  the  reasons 
which  controlled  the  State  Central  Commit 
tee  of  the  Conservative  Union  Democratic 
party  to  call  the  present  Convention  He  said 
that  after  the  call  for  this  Convention  had 
been  presented  by  the  committee,  a  commu- 
nication had  been  received  from  the  Ken 
tucky  Representatives  in  Congress,  urging 
the  postponement  of  the  Convention  till  the 
15th  June  next,  with  a  view  to  making  the 
call  broad  enough  to  incluJe  all  who  opposed 
the  party  now  in  power;  lut,  he  said,  the 
committee  felt  that  lliey  had  no  authority  to 
consult  those  who  had  left  the  platform  of 
1863,  and  therefore  concluded  to  call  this 
Convention,  leaving  Us  propriety  to  be  deter 
mined  by  the  patriotic  seutiment  of  the  peo 
pie." 

The  Hon,  Chairman  savs  the  Committee 
"concluded  to  call  this  Convention,  leaving 
its  propriety  to  be  determined  by  the  patriotic 
sentiment  of  the  people."  In  plain  language, 
they  were  not  satisfied  they  were  right  in 
calling  the  Convention,  but  they  were  a  com- 
mittee to  call  conventions  and  do  the  think- 
ing lor  the  people  of  the  State,  that  »ight 
Congressmen  were  nothing  to  carry  that  the 
majority  of  the  people  were  nothing,  and  they 
holding  their  meeting  first,  they  would  ap- 
psal  to  the  patriotic  sentiment  of  the  people,'  to 
roll  into  the  current  like  rotten  drill  logs 
and  float  with  them  without  object  or  pur- 
pose, except  to  avoid  the  ire  of  Lincoln  by 
snpporling  everything  he  proposes  in  every 
possible  way.  save  hard  words  thrown  at  him 
in  empty  protests 

I  do  not  know  that  this  course  should 
bring  surprise  to  any  mind  when  it  is  recol 
lected  that  selling  pistols  to  everybody  and 
sending  a  big  paper  to  the  country  every  day 
are  heavy  arguments  to  resist  by  an  ed  itor,  to 
say  nothing  of  running  "the  machine"  on 
the  Nashville  road  Mr.  Guthrie  says  "the 
committee  felt  that  they  had  no  authority  to 
consult  those  who  had  left  the  platform  of 
1863."  This  is  a  piece  of  special  pleading, 
and  an  evasive  effort  \o  raise  an  immaterial 
issue,  it  matters  not  how  the  Democrats 
and  Conservatives  got  separated  That  was 
not  the  issue  raised  by  ihe  Congressmen  but 
to  unite  them  in  one  convention  on  the  15th 
of  June  As  I  understand,  our  Congress- 
men who  made  the  proposition  have  not  left 
the  platform  of  March  18,  1863.  1  tbink 
they  would  like  to,  if  they  knew  how  to  get 
"off  the  train'  without  hurting  somebody. 
The  Democratic  party  of  Kentucky  have 
never  stood  on  that  platform — never  The 
Democratic  platform  is  armistice — negotia- 
tion— compromise — peace — the  Constitution. 
Governor  Wickliffe,  who  i«  today  Governor 
of  Kentucky,  in  contemplation  of  law  and 
right,  and  those  who  ran  on  the  same  ticket 
with  him,  and  his  supporters  and  friends, 
did  not  stand  on  that  miserable  thing  of 
1863,  which  tied  the  border  States  and  all 
that  was  worth  preserving  to  the  car  of  the 
Abolition  juggernaut.  The  men  most  instru 
mental  in  making  that  platform — Smith, 
Finnell,  Randall,  Burnam — the  Goodloes, 
the  Speeds.  Hodges,  Anderson  and  others — 
have  all  gone  into'tlie  hundred  fold  crimeof 
Abolition.  The  great  mass  ol  the  Demo 
cracy  and  old  Whigs  have  united  their 
voices,  influence,  lives,  fortunes  and  sacred 
honors,  appealing  to  all  brave  and  generous- 
minded  men  to  join  them  in  making  one 
more  determined  struggle  to  restore  good 
government,  constitutional  liberty,  concord, 
fraternity,  Union— that  peace  and  harmony 
of  the  States,  which  is  the  soul  of  the  Un- 
ion Peace  and  harmony  have  fled  to  bru- 
tish Deasts,  and  the  Union  lies  bleeding 
through  the  gaping  wounds  of  her  most  gal 
lant  eons — ay  "writhes  and  dies  amid  its 
(professional)  worshippers."    I  do  not  see 


,that  Mr.  Guthrie  has  iccomplished  anything 
good  by  his  platform  of  '63,  unless  its  be- 
ing a  hot-bed  in  whi.  h  the  young  ideas  ol 
abolition  are  taught  how  to  shoot  fast  to 
maturity,  is  a  good.  Wc  told  him  last  year 
his  party  would  demoralize  and  go  off  into 
radicalism — one-third,  perhaps  one-half,  did 
go.  Now  he  and  Prentice  have  put  up  the 
same  platform.  Do  they  want  the  balance 
to  go  off  on  the  same  road  ?    I  hope  not. 

It  was  a  good  proposition,  and  Mr.  Guth 
jrie  will  have  to  assign  a  better  reason  thau 
that  for  declining  it,  and  having  his  choice 
of  reasons;  and  having  assigned  one  which 
idoes  not  apply,  it  must  be  adjudged  that  he 
and  his  committee  refused  il,  to  gratify  an 
arbitrary  and  diclatorial  will.  Who  would 
stand  on  thai  platform  ?

jewels,  precious  metals,  furniture  and  slaves, 
said,  when  asked  by  those  despoiled  people 
what  do  you  leave  to  us?  "Your  souls 
And  how  these  Kentucky  members  of  Con 
gress  and  politicians  car.  sustain  the  war, 
maintain  their  own  self  respect  and  not  in- 
cur the  contempt  of  all  consistent,  honorable 
men,  I  can  not  understand  1  would  rather 
be  a  dog  and  bay  the  moon  than  stand  on  a 
platform  for  the  prosection  of  such  a  war 

Let  every  Democrat  go  cordially  into  coun- 
ty meetings,  and  send  delegates  to  Louisville 
on  the  15th  of  June,  so  that  we  shall  see  an 
outpouring  of  the  people  that  will  make  the 
East  room  resound  with  tln  ir  patriotic  shouts 
Let  every  friend  of  the  country — every  friend 
of  humanity — every  man  capable  of  sympa- 
thy with  the  sufferings  of  our  countrymen 
in  both  armies  and  all  the  States — every  man 
who  enjoys  peace  at  home,  wilh  foreign  na- 
tions, and  with  God — every  man  in  favor  of 
a  six  or  twelve  months'  armistice,  togivc  good 
cooling  time,  and  for  amendment  of  Consti- 
tution and  laws,  and  the  reinstatement  of  a 
feeling  of  compromise  and  forgiveness — every 
believer  in  the  Christian  religion  and  civili- 
zation— every  man  who  is  opposed  to  this

Guerrillas  ut  Work. 

On  \N  ednesday  forenoon  information  leach 
<d  here  that  a  band  of  guerrillas  had  torn  up 
the  railroad  near  Smithfield,  Henry  county, 
and  captured  and  destroyed  the  train  from 
Louisville  to  Frankfort,  and  robbed  the 
passengers  The  facts  are,  as  lar  as  we  can 
gather  them,  that  three  cars  were  burned, 
and  the  Express  MesseDger  robbed  So  far 
as  we  ean  learu.  no  passenger  was  robbed. 
One  was  seen  secreting  SI, 200  od  his  person, 
a  guerrilla  took  it  from  him,  looked  at  it 
awhile,  and  returned  it  to  the  owner.  They 
knocked  the  irons  off  of  three  convicts  to 
the  Peniienliar,  from  Metcalfe  county,  took 
the  guns  from  tLe  lour  soldiers  guarding 
them,  broke  them  up,  and  made  the  soldiers 
take  a  verbal  oath  not  to  fight  against  the 
Southern  Confederacy  The  three  convicts 
joined  the  guerrillas  There  were  ten  of 
them  when  they  captured  the  train 

About  the  same  time  that  the  above  luior 
oiation  reached  here,  information  was  also 
received,  that  the  Lexington  and  Covington 
wad  had  been  cut  near  Cynthiana  by  a  band 
of  seven  hundred  guerrillas  under  John  H. 
Morgan  who  had  also  burnt  Mr  Sterling 
Later  in  the  day  it  was  stated  that  they  had 
possession  of  Paris  an  i  was  marching  on 
Georgetown.  Alterward.  it  was  reported 
that  a  few  Union  soldiers, — parts  of  a  Ken 
tucky  and  an  Ohio  regiment, — had  given  the 
guerrillas  battle  at  Paris  and  some  more 
were  skirmishing  on  the  Winchester  and 
Paris  road.  There  was  also  a  rumor,  on 
Thursday  morning,  that  some  twenty  of  the

And  some  wni 
suspect  that  those  services,  illustrated  by  his 
modesty  in  victory  and  his  frankness  in  de- 
feat, have  been  more  offensive  to  amie  men 
than  his  order  about  the  election  in  Ken- 
tucky, especially  to  one  of  my  colleagues  in 
the  north  end  of  the  Capitol,  who  has  in  his 
plaee  in  the  Senate  denounced  him  aa  "the 
ever-infamous  Burnside."  If  the  cause  of 
the  country  is  infamous,  so  is  Burnside's 
career;  if  the  cause  of  the  rebellion  is  glori 
ous,  Burnside's  career  has  been  a  crime. 

Mr.  Speaker.  I  know  not  what  the  result 
of  this  case  may  be,  I  only  know  what  it 
ought  to  be.  If  I  am  in  this  seat  improperly, 
there  is  to-day  no  de  jure  Governor  in  the 
State  of  Kentucky,  for  he  was  elected  under 
the  same  order  of  things.  If  I  am  here  to- 
day improperly,  there  is  no  de  jure  Legisla- 
ture in  Kentucky,  for  thoy  were  elected  un- 
der the  same  order  of  things  If  I  am  here 
improperly  not  a  man  on  either  side  of  this 
House  from  Kentucky  is  entitled  to  his  seat. 

Sir,  it  strikes  not  at  me  It  strikes  at  the 
loyal  people  of  my  district,  at  the  loyal 
people  of  Kentucky,  and  our  entire  State 
organization.  1  know  not  what  the  effect 
would  be  to  tell  those  people  after  what  they 
have  done  that  they  shall  not  receive 
protection  at  the  hands  of  the  Government; 
to  discourage,  mortify,  and  disgust  the  loyal 
people  of  my  district  and  the  whole  State  by 
pulling  the  seal  ol  condemnation  by  this 
House  upon  that  whole  election,  and  thereby 
listen  to  the  complaints  of  the  enemies  ol 
the  country  and  give  them  encouragement 
and  moral  sanction  by  which  they  would 
leap  into  the  next  contest  with  renewed  life 
and  energy  and  tenlold  venom,  malignity, 
and  insolence. 

I  make  no  predictions  as  to  what  the 
effect  of  such  a  course  upon  these  people 
might  be.  I  ouly  say  if  you  want  to 
increase  the  friends  ol  the  Union  in 
Kentucky  don'-l  you  do  it  While  I  make 
no  promises  for  others  I  can  speak  lor 
myself.  The  contestant  said  upon  this  floor, 
and  repeatedly  in  the  canvass,  thai  Ken- 
tucky was  his  native  State,  that  he  loved 
Kentucky,  and  would  follow  her  destinies 
wherever  she  went.  Mr.  Speaker,  I,  too, 
love  Kentucky;  profoundly,  tenderly  do  1 
love  her,  land  of  my  birth,  home  of  my 
manhood.  She  gave  me  existence,  she 
gave  me  position  ,  she  gave  me  her  confi- 
dence, and  she  has  my  gratitude  All  that 
I  am,  all  that  I  can  hope  to  be,  I  owe 
irst  to  the  name  of  America,  und  next  to  the 
name  of  Kentucky,  and  I  will  follow  her 
course,  accept  her  counsels,  and  abide  her 
destiny  so  long  as  she  doth  walk  proudly  in 
the  light  of  the  stars  that  gleam  from  the 
flag  of  my  country,  and  girdles  her  loins  in 
the  beauty  aud  strength  of  its  tricolored 
zones.

la  any  siu  of  speech  worse  than  tliia? 
Yea,  one  !  and  that  is  profane  swearing.  This 
is  the  most  gratuitous  and  inexcusable  of 
sine.  It  gratifies  no  appetite  and  feeds  no 
lust  The  libertine  or  the  drunkard  may 
find  some  wretched  excuse  for  their  vices  in 
the  clamor  of  animal  appetite;  but  who 
was  ever  born  with  a  lust  for  oaths?  The 
roan  who  swears  turns  speech  into  a  curse; 
and  before  his  time  rehearses  his  dialect  of 
bell  He  waits  (or  no  bait;  but  "bites  at 
the  devil's  bare  hook."  The  shrewed  Qua- 
kors's  advice  to  the  profane  youth,  "Swear 
away,  my  young  friend,  till  thee  gets  all 
that  bad'etuffoi<<  of  thee,"  points  to  tne  real 
source  of  the  vice;  for  it  is  out  of  an  evil 
Xeart  that  proceed  evil  thoughts,  false  wit) 
ness  and  blasphemies. 

We  fear  that  the  purest  tongue  will  need 
much  purifying  before  it  is  tit  to  join  in  the 
celestial  praises  of  God's  upper  temple.  For 
that  worship  let  us  attune  our  voices  by  cease- 
less prayers,  by  words  of  love,  by  earnest  vin- 
dications ot*  the  right,  by  habitual  'speech 
seasoned  with  salt "  of  divine  grace.  The 
melody  ot  Heaven  will  spring  from  a  harmo- 
ny of  hearts,  each  voice  there  will  bear  a 
part  in  the  song  of  Moses  and  the  Lamb 


fhe  gift  of  speech  is  a  marvelous  gilt, 
for  five  whole  days  of  creation's  firs:  week 
the  Almighty  was  clothing  the  new-born 
earth  with  light  and  verdure,  and  covering 
it  with  the  myriads  of  animal  life.  But  it 
>va«  a  noiseless  world  At  length  God  made 
man  in  His  own  image,  with  not  only  a  soul 
to  appreciate  bis  Creator,  but  a  tongue  to 
give  expression  to  bis  homage,  and  "as  the 
new-formed  being  gazed  around  him,  the  ei- 
leDCe  was  broken,  and  creation  thrilled  with 
the  melody  of  speech.  ' 

Philosophers  tell  us  that  every  uttered 
word  produces  a  vibration  in  the  atmos 
phere ;  ar,  in?enions  theory  has  therefore 
been  broached  that  these  vibrations  never 
entirely  cease  1  If  this  were  true  we  should 
still  be  moving  among  the  inaudable  words 
of  all  our  progenitors  This  seems  fanciful 
in  natural  philosophy,  but  there  is  a  sense 
in  which  every  uttered  word  lives  forever. 
It  lives  in  its  influence  on  the  speaker — in 
its  influence  on  others  Paul's  voice  echoes 
•till  ;  millions  of  God's  faithful  messengers, 
being  dead,  yet  speak- 
When  Latimer  wae  on  trial  lor  heresy,  he 
heard  the  -cratch  of  a  pen  behind  the  tapes 
try.  In  a  moment  he  bethought  himself 
that  every  word  he  spoke  was  taken  down, 
and  he  says  that  he  was  very  careful  what 
words  he  uttered.  Behind  the  vail  that 
hides  eternity  is  a  record-book,  in  which 
our  every  svllable  is  taken  down  Even  the 
most  trivial  are  not  forgotten,  for  the  Lord 
Jescs  tells  us  that  "every  idle  word  that  men 
shall  speak,  they  shall  give  account  thereof 
in  the  Day  of  Judgment  ' '  If  our  words  have 
an  eternity  of  existence — if  good  words  have 
go  potent  an  influence  to  save — if  idle,  or 
profane,  or  poisonous  speech  work  such  per- 
ennial mischief,  how  needful  is  the  perpetual 
utterance  of  the  prayer,  "Set  a  watch,  0 
Lord,  before  my  mouth  keep  the  door  of  my 
lips  " 

1  Among  many  sius  ol  the  tongue  are 
idle  words.  "Avoid  foolish  talking,"  say8 
the  wise  Apostle,  "and  let  your  speech  be 
always  with  grace,  seasoned  with  salt.'' 
Lime  is  a  peculiar  sin  iu  idle  talking  wheu 
we  remember  that  the  same  expenditure  of 
breath  might  be  productive  of  so  much  bless- 
ing When  we  contemplate  a  Whitefield 
in  the  full  rush  of  hie  resistless  oratory — 
now  startling  a  guilty  sinner  from  bis  slutn- 
btr  on  the  verge  of  hell — now  leading  a  be- 
wildered wanderer  to  Christ — now  kindling 
a  saint  into  rapture,  and  now  melting  a  rebel 
into  penitence — we  grow  indignant  at  the 
thought  that  ibid  prerogative  oi  speech  should 
to  olten  be  spent  in  silly  jests  and  contemp- 
tible frivolities 

Are  time  and  eternity  so  lacking  in  themes 
of  importance  that  we  shall  spend  our  pre- 
cious breath  in  turning  emptiness?  Surely 
if  we  would  hut  reflect  how  soon  our  ton- 
gues will  lie  silent  in  the  tomb,  and  how 
speedily  the  dust  will  gather  upon  our  lips, 
we  should  be  awed  into  more  sobriety,  and 
purity,  anil  carefulness  of  speech 

Shall  we  never  jest?  Does  not  a  pleasant 
joke  sometimes  do  good  like  a  medicine? 
Very  true.  There  is  more  marrow  in  a 
wise  man's  jokes  than  in  a  fool's  solemn  in- 
anities. But  a  wise  man  "sets  a  watch  on 
bis  lips'  even  when  ho  utters  a  pleasantry. 
Especially,  he  never  jests  at  the  wrong  time, 
or  about  sacred  things  He  never  uttors 
puns  and  parodies  on  the  Bible;  for  what 
men  have  once  laughed  at.  they  seldom  rev- 
ereDce. 

Heartily  do  1  wish  that  1  had  never  utter- 
ed a  ludicrous  application  of  a  Scripture 
Hoe.  and  had  never  heard  one.  (or  the  pro- 
lane  or  indecent  burlesque  will  often  shoot 
into  my  mind  in  the  midst  of  a  sermon  or 
a  prayer.  Wit  and  humor  are  allowable 
when  controlled  by  good  sense  and  by  rev- 
erence for  God  ;  but  when  we  venture  into 
the  sublime  domains  of  Revelation,  we 
should  put  our  shoes  from  oft'onr  feet,  for 
the  ground  whereupon  we  stand  it  holy 
From  my  soul  I  abominate  merriment  in  the 
pulpit.  Shall  he  court  a  grin  who  should 
be  winning  souls  to  God?  When  an  am- 
bassador of  Christ  descends  to  make  sport  io 
the  sacred  desk,  the  devil  laughs 

II.  Malicious  words  are  cousins  iu  sin  to 
idle  and  profane  words  Paul  says-  "Let  all 
bitterness  aod  evil  speaking  be  put  away  from 
you,  with  all  malice,"  Kind  words  are  the 
oil  that  lubricates  every-day  intercourse. 
They  cost  little.  A  phrase  of  common  com- 
fort, "that  by  daily  use  hath  almost  lost  its 
sense,  will  fall  upon  the  saddened  heart  like 
choicest  music  "  We  love  to  meet  certain 
people  They  always  have  a  kind,  cheerful, 
inspiriting  word  (or  us.  They  make  ua  hope 
ful  and  heal  our  heartaches.  Others  we  in- 
stinctively shun ,  they  always  have  a  alv 
thrust  at  somebody;  they  hatch  mean  sua 
picious  in  our  minds  they  are  ever  letting 
out  a  drop  of  acid  on  some  cause  that  is  dear 
to  us,  and  the  acid  leaves  an  ugly  stain. 
There  was  an  ancient  malediction  that  the 
tongue  of  the  slanderer  should  be  cutout; 
if  that  summary  process  were  now  enforced, 
we  fear  that  some  of  our  acquaintances  might 
soon  lose  tho  "unruly  member. 

A  slanderer  is  a  public  enem  v.  One  reck- 
less tongue  is  enough  somtimes  to  embroil 
a  whole  villaga  and  to  set  a  church  in  a  flams 
"There  are  six  things  which  God  hates  vea' 
seven  are  an  abomination  unto  Hm ."  The 
seventh  of  the  category  is  "the  false  witness 
who  spcaketh  lies,  and  that  soweth  discord 
among  brethren  ' 

III.  In  treating  ot  the  sins  of  the  tongue

Hints  io  Mothers— Hiring  Children. 

"I  can't  get  Frank  to  do  a  thing  without 
hiring  him,"  said  a  mother  to  me  one  day. 
"He  seems  very  avaricious  for  such  a  boy. 
There  he  is  now,"  she  said,  looking  out  of 
the  parlor  window  and  smiling,  "working* 
away  with  all  his  might  I  shall  have  to 
pay  him  a  dime  for  that.  He  is  saving  up 
his  money  for  a  trip  to  the  city." 

There  were  plenty  of  dimes  and  dollars  in 
mother's  porte  monie,  so  the  hiring  system 
was  no  great  incunvenience  to  her,  but  the 
influence  on  the  mind  of  her  child  was  very 
hurtful.  A  child  who  is  hired  to  do  what- 
ever he  is  told,  can  never  be  an  obedient  one- 
Even  a  single  instance  of  it,  resorted  to,  a» 
some  mothers  will,  in  an  amergcuey,  will  do 
much  to  undermine  a  parent's  authority. 

A  c&Ctftio  once  in  a  storm  offered  his  men 
extra  pay  if  they  would  make  extra  efforts 
for  the  ship's  safety  it  succeeded  well,  but 
ever  afterward  they  looked  for  the  same 
promise  before  they  could  be  induced  to  do 
their  duty  in  a  storm.  Instead  of  a  eheerlul 
promptness  in  doing  whatever  a  parent  de- 
sires a  paid  child  goes  gruddingly  to  every 
task,  and  quickly  learns  to  strike  for  higher 
wages,  when  it  can  be  safely  done. 

It  is  very  well  to  have  children  early 
taught  habits  of  industry,  and  they  should 
be  early  encouraged  to  earn  money  for  -p  | 
cine  uses  ;  but  a  wise  discrimination  is  need- 
ed in  such  matters,  or  more  harm  than  good 
will  be  the  result  First  of  all.  a  child 
should  be  taught  instant  obedience  to  a  pa- 
rent s  wish  little  hands  and  hearts  should 
be  taught  to  be  ready  and  cheerful  in  per- 
forming all  manner  of  work  that  a  child 
may.  After  that  lesson  is  thoroughly 
learned,  it  may  be  well  to  enter  at  times  into  a 
distinctly  specified  agreement  with  the  child, 
paying  him  a  certain  fixed  sum  for  some  par 
ticular  piece  of  work  not  in  the  exact  line  of 
his  every  day  duties. 

It  should  be  left  in  hia  choice  whether  to 
accept  the  proposal  or  not,  but  once  com  men 
ced,  a  parent  should  impress  on  his  mind 
the  importance  o(  perseverance  until  it  ia 
completed.
